the deliveries of the principal articles 


have decreased 10 per cent, as com- 
pared with thoso of the samo time last 
year. Tho same falling off has taken 
place in the deliveries of opiam. Far- 
ther, it will be seen that the values of 
almost all imports, including opium, 
have diminished 10 per ceut. From 
these causes the receipts of merchants 
are probably a million and a half of taels 
short of the average. And so far as we 
have been able to learn there does not 
appear to be any immediate prospect of 
a resumption of demand for imports on 
the scale of last year. It is always 
difficult to obtain information regard- 
ing the condition of the markets in the 
interior upon which any reliance can 
be placed, bat since the Chinese Now- 
Year, there has been a great deal of 
testimony to one effect offered to us 
from most, if not from all, the ports 
which serve as ontrepota to the dis- 
teiets which chiefly take our imports. 
It has beeu that from somecauseor other 
money las been scarce among traders. 
In addition to this, the commercial mis- 
haps which took place last yoar in 
Szechuen have for the time shaken the 
confidence of Chinese bankers in the 
dealers from that province. Again, 
either in it or in Haukow and 
neighbourhood, larger stocks, than are 
usual, of some kinds of manufactured 
goods have been held for a considerable 
time, aud this, coupled with the financial 
weakuess, lessens the demand for 
manufactures here and impedes the 
flow of business. The deficiency in 
this, as compared with last, year in 
the delivery of opium at this port 
amounts to about 1,000 chests of 
Malwa and 200 chests of Bengal 
‘There cau be no doubt that 
much of this is duo to the improve. 
ment in the preparation of uative 
opium. Year by year the number in- 
creases of consumers who mix the 
cheap native with the more expensive 
Indian qualities. And itis to be noted 
that important as is the falling off in 
the deliveries of opium, the decrease in 
import this yearis still more so, amount- 
ing to somo 4,000 cheste of Malwa 
and 1,200 of Patna and Benares. That 
does not look as if those in the trade 
had any expectation of the demand 
assuming its previous proportions. The 
falling off in the deliveries of manu- 
factured goods may be recovered 
later on, but it seems leas likely that 
the opium trade will resume its former 
size. 

Tho information regarding the pro- 
spect of tho new tea and silk crops 











which bas come to hand, leads us to 
expect very ample supplies of both 
of them. ‘The weather has been highly 
favourable to the tea plant and large 
and oarly arrivals are looked for at 
Hankow and the othor ports, It may 
be taken for granted that the Banks 
bave already made provision at Han- 
kow for the fands necessary to pur- 
chase that portion of the first orop 
which is hurried away; no severe 
stress, therefore, is likely to be put upon 
our money market before thecommence- 
ment of business in tea and silk here, 
about the middle of June, It seoms 
highly probable thatnext season’s supply 
of silk will much be larger than that 
of tho one which is now ranniug to a 
close, And in addition to the now 
silk there are likely to be somo 
ten thousand bales of silk of the best 
qualities, held over from the current 
year, and which must be sold somo time 
or other. The estimates of the coming 
crop offered by difforeut people are, as 
might be expected, vory wide; a fow 
even rauning over a hundred thousand 
bales. With favourable weather during 
the next three or four weeks, we see 
no reason to doubt that the crop 
will reach eighty to ninoty thousand 
bales. If it prove so, wo shall havo 
not far off a hundred thonsand bales 
available for shipment. With a large 
crop is there any reason to suppose that 
the country people will not act as they 
did in 1880, that is, accept freely tho 
prices which foreigners can offer thom ? 
And it should be remembered that the 
price of silk now, in this market, is 
about 15 per cont higher than in that 
year. A reduction in values wonld 
probably lead to a great incroase in 
the manufacture of silk in Europe, 
the more especially as tho effect of the 
late speculative collapse in France 
appears to be passing away. This 
would cause an active business here, 
and a domand for money in early 
autuma, It isalways difficult to fore. 
seo the future of our small money 
market, but there are some peculiarities 
in the present position, which may bring 
abont severe disturbances in exchange 
soon after the export tradefromthis gets 
into full ewing. We saw in February 
last that the funds on which the 
Chinese banks carry on their busi. 
uess are quite inadequate to their 
transactions. There is no reascn 
to believe that they have increased 
their working capital sinco then, 
while it is most probable that the 
speculation in land, shares &c. which 
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has been going on here among the 
Ohinese has soriously diminished the 
deposits of the native banks. Thoy 
will therefore often be compelled to 
seok assistance, It is not likely 
that the Chinese bankers will soon be 
able to replace those deposits which 
have been withdrawn from thom, aud 
invested in securities. The practi 
of depositing money with bankers in 
China is by no moans a very common 
one, and when one set of depositors 
li ithdrawn their fands, some time 
mist elapso before another will take 
their place. ‘Those Chinese who are fami 
liar with the ways of foreign business, 
and who have lately made investments 
in Iand ond shates are a limited 
olass, and many of them must have 
speoulated up to the full extent of 
their means, atleast. Those of thom 
who aro engaged in trade will thore- 
fore require more banking accom- 
modation than in provious yenrs. If 
the export trade goes .on freel 
and we should say that the short 
supplies of raw silk in the European 
markets will make this cortain in tho 
case of the more important article, 
while nothing ever checks the buyers of 
the other—we should sco oxchange 
and tho value of money so high here 
during the coming season as to requiro 
unusual importations of specie, In 
addition to the local oauses to which 
wo havo alluded as likely to bring 
this about, thore are not wanting 
indications in the short supplies of 
money in the interior and the north, 
ag well as in the southeru aud Japan 
markets, that the currencies, generally, 
require replenishing.

sudden, It is also noteworthy that her 
death occurred on the very day that 
the Imperial Decree appeared granting the 
Viveroy of Chihli a month's leave in order 
to visit her. He will now go into retire- 
ment for a hundred days, and the appoint- 
ment of Chaug Shu-shéng may possibly be 
extended to that period. Miss Dr. Howard 
returned to Shanghai yesterday. Chang 
‘Ta-jén is uow iu the North, and is a dis 
ciple, frieud, and firm supporter of Li.— 
We publish elsewhere an interesting sketch 
of his life from the China Mail. 

‘The correct title of the deceased mother 


of Li Hung-chang is BAF A Li Ti 
Fu-jé1 ‘hich may be rendered the Dowager 
Lady Li. Fromcircumstances which reached 
us yesterday wo fear that advantage may be 
taken of her death to force the Viceroy to 
retire for the full period of twenty-seven 
months, notwithstanding that it had been 
previously arranged that the mourning 
should not exceed one hundred days. But 
nothing authentic is known of this at 
present. 

The Viceroy of Chihli is not the only 
great officer who is open to the attacks of 
the Censors. Even ‘T'so ‘Tsung-t' 
no immunity. The Viceroy of Na 
lately memorialised the T! 
readers will no doubt remet 
mission to engace certai

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ing all such requests, as the practice, if 
established as a precedent, is likely’ to 
become a cloak for nepotism and other 
similar abuses. The Emperor goes even 
further than the Censor, and in his 
Edict peremptorily forbids all Vicoroys 
and Governors to apply for any officials 
feom other proviuces by name, adding that 
no application for the services of officials 
belonging to the Hanlin or other Metro- 
politan Boards will in future be entertained. 

We have been favoured with telegraphic 
advices aunouneing the issue of an Imperial 
Decree which should be of special intorest 
to our readers. It is to the effect that 
the Emperor has instituted an Order or 
Decoration called the Shuang Lung Pao- 
hsing, or Star of the Double Dragon, to be 
conferred entirely upon foreigners, Purely 
Chinese decorations, which consist of but- 
tons, plumes, the Yellow Riding-tunio, 
and such-like, are of course only adapted 
to the native costume, and are so far 
unwearable by a foreign recipient, ‘This 
order, however, will be suited to the 
foreign dress, as it consists of a coloured 
iband with a jewelled star attached. It 
is divided into five classes, corresponding 
with the French degroos of Grand Cross 
Grand Oiticer, Commander, Officer, and 
Chevalier. Each of the first three classes 
is sub-divided into three sections, so that 
there are eleven grades ‘Pho first 
degree of Grand Cross is to be conferred 
only upon sovereigns ; the second, upon 
members of Royal families ; the third upon 
full ambassadors. ‘Threo ordera of the 
Grand Officer's degree have been alread; 
conferred upon Sic Thomas Wade, M. 
Bourée, and Horr von Brandt respectively ; 
while decorations of a lower grade have 
been destowed upon M. Dévéria, M. 
Ristelhueber, and Mr. Waltor O. Hillier. 
‘Tho next recipiont of this honour it is 
bolieved will bo Six Robert Hart, Tho 
conferments to mombors of the diplomatic 
bodies above referred to are, wo hear, i 
ackuowledymeut of the friondly servi 
rendered by the various recipients during 
China’s recont embroglio with Russia, 

A Correspondent commonts somewhat 
caustically and, as we think, hypercritically, 
upon the recently instituted Order of the 
Double Dragon. He argues that there is 
groat impropriety in offering a decoration 
to a reigning sovereign, a lower degroo of 
which may be conferred upon a Consular 
assistaut ; that the mere fact of au Order 
being divided up into eloven degrees dovs 
not do away with the solecism ; and that 
the proper method would have been for 
the Emperor to institute three or four 
Orders instead of only one, ‘ Conceive, ” 
he says, ‘the Order of the Garter bein; 
split up into a dozen different grades, an 
distributed among as many different ranks 
of society.” ‘There may be some truth in 
all this from the standpoint of European. 
precedent ; but we profer to look at it 
less stringently. ‘The institution of the 
Order of the Double Dragon is kindly 
meant; it is intended as an acknowledg- 
meut of favours and friendship, and not 
fas a covert slight ; and it will no doubt bo 
‘accepted by foreign Governments in the 
same spirit in which it is offered. To 
our mind, it is one of the most encouraging 
signs that we havo noticed for many yoars, 
and we hope to see an exchange of heraldic 
courtesies between the sovereigns of Europe 
and the East ere very long. 

‘Wo hear from gentlemen who have 
returned from an extended trip up country, 
by the Tai Hu and close to Nanking, that 
the crops are everywhere promising to be 
abundant. Wheat is now being grown in 
very considerable quantities where rice 
was formerly cultivated. In passing through 
the silk districts near the ‘Tai Hu two or 
threo days ago the mulberry plantations 
were found to be in the healthiest condi- 
tion, and rapidly becoming greon with 
leafage. 

A ceustis has been recontly boen taken 
of the province of Chékiang, by which it is 
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discovered that the entire population 
amounts to 11,571,937 persons, male aud 
fomale, of all ages. "This result was arrived 
at by @ door-to-door enquiry, at the time 
of the scrutiny of the tithings, and verified 
by tho head of each Prefecture, who pro- 
ceeded in person to the different villages 
and visited a family hore and there to test 
the accuracy of the returns. The Shén Pao 
had an article on this subject on Friday. 

‘Weare glad to see that the Eighth Amuual 
Flower Show will be held on or about the 
16th and 17th May next in the Grand Stand 
‘enclosure, 

‘About 6.30 p.m, on Sunday an alarm of 
fire was received at the Central Police 
Station, Detective Mack was immediately 
despatched and discovered that a Chinese 
store at the corner of Kinkiany and Honan 
Roads was in imminent danger of being 
burnt down.

British Consul and the Taotai gave judg- 
ment in favour of Mr. Hogg on equitable 
rounds altogether respective of title. In 
h, 1867, the Mixed Court gave a 
decision which released the defendant in a 
suit by Mr. Hogg from future liability. 
A little later on the members of the Fives 
Court agreed to pay a nominal rental 
under protest, which was recorded in the 
Supreme Court, and the dispute between 
them and the’ so-called original share- 
holders subsided. In May Mr, Winchester 
and the Taotai heard an appeal against the 
judgment of the Mixed Court, and ordered 
payment of rent up to that time and new 
arrangements to be made for the future. 
‘Tho North-China Herald of that time held 
that the stipulations in the deeds made it 
clear that all right and title in the land 
had been forfeited by the erection of 
Chinese houses, and hoped that the Taotai 
would exercise his power to reclaim it, 
cause the removal of the houses, and grant 
‘a new deed in trast for tho benefit of the 
community. ‘This we need hardly say has 
not been done, but in the meantime one of 
the lots has been transferred from the 
name of Deacon to the Fives Court in the 
Municipal register and presumably at the 
Consulate.

According to a contemporary the silk 
industry is fast doveloping in America, 
‘The recent improvements and adv: 
made in silk manufacture in the United 
States give ground for the assertion that 
American sille goods are better as well as 
cheaper than the foreign importations into 
the country. ‘The raw-silk is chiefly im- 

jorted from abrond—one fourth from 
jurope, aud the remainder from At 
Japan, however, appears to be the chief 
muree of this supply, which is confined to 
the very best raw material, owing to the 
dearness of labor precluding the poorer 
kinds, American manufacturers devote 
much attention to the production of showy 
silks with a lustre, ‘They are apparently 
unaware of the fact that the most lustrous 
of all silk—in an undyed state—is the 
Taser silk of Ind obtained 
from the Autherea paphia or ‘Tusser worm, 
which is the most widely distributed as 
well as the most important of the wild silk 
producers of India, and has been utilised 
for conturies. It 'feeds on a variety of 
plants, among them the Castor oil plant, 
and begins to spin its coco 
from tho time it is hatched. ‘The 
beginning to be used largely in France for 
cortain fabrics. It is surprising that no 
efforts have been hitherto made to intro- 
dues this wild 
worm, into the re great 
attention is now devoted to the silkworm. 
Professor Rielly, lato eutomolo, 
Department of Agriculture of 
has published an interesting brochure ou 
the production of ited States, 
iu which the growth of silk industry in 
that country is fully discussed. Some idea 
of its importance may be gauyed by the fact 
that upwards of 1,609,000 Ibs. of rav-silk 
is now annually received from abroad, over 
1,000,000 Ibs. of which is from China and 
japan. 

Some fourteen or fifteen years ago the 
steamer Thunder belonging to Messrs. 
Apear’s Calcutta line was lost in the Bay 
of Bengal while on a voyage from China. 
She was supposed to have beon caught in 
the centre of a Cyclone which raged about 
the time she was due, and to have sunk, 
From time to time there have been stories 
circulated in Caleutta to the effect that the 
hull of the steamer had been found on the 
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Sunderbunds, but these were disregarded, 
She had on ‘board 35 lacs of rupees in 
treasure. The Englishman now says that 
a sailor has so satisfied the Port Commis- 
sioners of the trath of some story which he 
told them, that they resolved to send one 
of their launches in search of the lost 
steamer.

Tiontsin for exportto Russia, ou which duty 
u paid, will not be charged a 
and the half duty of re-im- 
portation paid at Tientsin will bo returnod 
to tho merchant when the goods are ox- 
ported to Russia within one year.

Among the’ prohibited articles of trado is 
opium, Russian merchants are prohibited 
from transporting ‘goods belonging to 
Chinese, whilst making them pass for their 
property."| Tn the Articles rogulating the 
erland trade, it is provided that Rus- 
sian merchants who despatch goods from 
Kiachta and from the country of Kertchinske 
to Tientsin are bound to make them pass 
by Kalgan, Dounba and Tungchow, and 
the same way is to be taken by the goods 
directed to Tientsin from the Russian 
frontier by Kobdo and Koui-houa-tchen, 
and for these trade papers are to bo issued. 
The Russian goods may be returned for 
sale at Kalgan, and if not sold there the 
owner may forward them to Toun-tcheou 
(Tang-chow?) or Tientsin, There are no 
articles specially referring to the Overland 
Tea trade.

‘THE PRINCE OF TUN. 
Or the three surviving brothers of the 
late Emperor Hsion Féng the one best 
known to foreigners is of course his 
Tmperial Highness Kung Ch‘in-wang, 
usually referred to in Chinese as the 
Sixth Prince. His younger brother 
Ch‘un, the Seventh Prince, and father of 
the reigning Emporor, is less fami 
uo, and is generally credited with being 
tho uncompromising foo of foreigners. 
his may bo true in a political sonse, 
but we are able to recal at least one 
instance: in which the Seventh Prince, 
who happened to be staying at the same 
Temple as a foreign gentleman intent 
‘on botanical researches, treated him 
with the utmost conrtesy and cordiality, 
‘even going so far as to appoint an hour 
to receive him for friendly conversa. 
tion and the inevitable cup of tea. The 
position of Prince Ch'un at Court is of 
course of an exceedingly difficult and 
delicate nature. It is probable that 
whon the Emperor attains his majority 
tho Seventh Prince may be raised to 
the otium cum dignitate of Tai Shang 
Huang-ti,—“Emperor above the Em. 
peror’—in which be would bold pre- 
cisely the samo position quoad his 
sov as an Empress Dowager towards 
tho reigning monarch. Bat as matters 
stand at prosent, it possible for 
him to sed his son except in private 
and in an informal manner, Were ho 
to attend Court in public, he would 
either have to /‘0-t'ou to his own child 
—which is a sufficiently horrifying 
idea to a Chinese—or the Emperor 
would have to %‘o-t'ou to one of his 
‘own eubjects, which would be an equal 
ontrago on propriety. He therefore 
only sees his son unofficially, and 
devotes himself to supervising the lad’s 
education in the privacy of the inner 
apartments, But thore is yet another 
member of the Imporial fraternity, tho 
eldest of the three, who is known as 
tho Fifth Prince. This gentleman lives 
in a rathor tamble-down looking palace 
with green tiles just inside the Chi- 
bua Mén, and is said to be @ very 
original character. He holds the sine- 
cure post of President of the Tsung 
Jou Fo 58 ff oF Court of the 


Tmporial Clan, a department which 
regulates all affairs relating to tho 
Emperor's kindred, and presorves the 
Yi Tioh =I or Genealogical Reoord. 


In this capacity he has the title of 
Teung Oh‘ing #24/fq), or Prinoo-rogu- 
lator of the Affairs of the Imperial 
Clan, ‘Tho Princo is both popular and 
poor. Many are the stories told at 
the Capital ‘about the escapades of the 
Prince of Tun. On one occasion he 
went to the Palace in a very seedy 
scdan-chair, After he had been there 
some time the Prince of Kung arrived, 
and also went in for audience. While 
the latter was engaged inside the 
Prince of ‘Tan came out again, and 
eapied the handsome palanquin of bis 
































younger brother. “Whose is this 
chair?” he asked the attendants. “It 
belongs to the Sixth Prince,” was tho 
reply. ‘Jast the one I wanted,” re- 
joiued hie Imperial Highness; and 
before tho servants of Prince Kung 
could recover from their surprise the 
Fifth Prince stepped nimbly into his 
brother’s chair, and was carried off in 
triumph, Whether the Sixth Princo 
saw the point of the joke when be 


to|came out and found the shabby equi- 


page that had been left bebind in the 
lace of bis own handsome turn-out, 
istory does not record; but this much 
is vouched for, that sooner than accept 
the exchange, his Imperial Highness 
trudged back to his palace on foot. 
Soon afterwards the brothers met, and 
the interview is described as having 
been like that of the two angure who 
did not laugh. Not a word was said 
about the elder Prince’s escapade, and 
the demeanour of the two was char- 
acterised by the most scrupulous 
solemnity and politeness. Si 
however, the Prince of Tan 
take n more generous form. Ono day, 
80 the story goes, a very poor carter, 
with cart of the worst aud most 
rickety description, and drawn by a 
donkey ivstead of the mule which is 
employed by all but the very poorest, 
was hailed by a shabby-lookiug person 
about half-a-mile from the palace of 
the Prince of Tun. Tho shabby mau 
took the inside place, and began to 
chat with the carter, who was sitting 
‘as usual on the shaft. The conversa- 
tion tarned upon the Imperin) family : 
aud the fare, who was apparently a 
stranger iu Peking, evinced a good deal 
of curiosity to hear all about the much 
talked-of Prince of Tau. The carter, 
who like the rest of his race was a 
gossipy, simple sort of man, informed 
the strangor of everything be knew. The 
Prince of Kung, he said, was uot very 
popular; be bad the reputation of 
g too many presents, and en- 
riching himself at the expense of the 
people. But the Prince of Tau, he 
thought, was uot open to that sort of 
charge. “What kind of a person is 
the Fifth Prince?” enquired the 
shabby man. “A very good man, 
indeed,” replied the carter. “And 
does he never take bribes?” pursued the 
fare, “Not he,” was the reply ; “ but 
people do say that he sometimes 

lays the fine presents that are being 
carried to the Prince of Kung, and 
keeps them for himself—jast by way 
of joke, you know; and of course 
the Prince of Kang does not dare 
object.” This idea seemed to amaso 
the stranger vastly. Theu the carter 
asked where he should set him down. 
“Drive me to the Liu-yeb Fa”— 
Priuee Kung’s palace—said the faro. 
When they were withiu a reasor 
distance of the door the carter stopped. 
‘The stranger asked why he did not go 
ou. The carter roplied that it was not 
permitted to go further in that direction. 
‘The shabby person however insisted on 
his proceeding, and the carter even- 



































tually did so, protesting that if he got 
into trouble bis fare should bear the 
blame. In a few. minutes the dirty 
cart, with the donkey, and the shabby 
men inside, drew up at the palace of 
the Sixth Prince. The front doors 
were immediately fang open, and a ory 
was raised by all the servants in atten- 
dance, “ The Fifth Prince has arrived!” 
‘The carter looked round in trepidation 
for the approaching cortdge, and hearti- 
ly wished himeolf mile underground ; 
when his shabby fare, jamping out, 
indalged in a goodnatared langh at 
the poor man’s terror, telling him ho 
need not fear, for he was no other than 
the Prince of Tan himself. That was 
the last occasion, however, on which 
the carter drove that cart and donkey ; 
for the uext day the Fifth Princo sent 
him « present of a new and handsome 
vehicle with a good stout mule, by 
means of which he has been earning a 
comfortable liviug ever since,—Stories 
of this kind, be they strictly true in 
every partioular or not, aro constantly 
told ‘about the Prince of Tun, and wo 
may seo in him a member of tho 
Imperial family who, without any 
political position to compare with that 
of his more illustrious brother, has 
achieved an amount of popularity 
amongst the common people that caunot 
be without its value to the reigning 
dynasty. 














‘THE REVISED VERSION AND ITS ASSAILANTS. 
‘Tax issue of the Contemporary Review 
for March contains soveral valuable 
articles which all worthy of perusal, 
amongst which is ono entitled ‘Tho 
Revised Version and its Assailants’ 
by Canon Farrar. ‘This will be read 
with intorost wherever the mach praised 
and much abused Revised Now Tosta- 
thas been ciroulated. Canon Fa 
is a sonnd classical scholar as well 
most liberal-minded theologian, and any 
opinion expressed by him is, ab least, 
desor ving of being recoived with respect. 
The ronson be assigns for writing tho 
article is, that the attacks which havo 
boon made upon the Revised Version 
Lave been go numerous and so severe 
that avy one who fools the extreme 
value of the work is justified in coming 
forward to express, at least for himself, 
his deep seuse of gratitude to tl 
Rovisers, He then briefly quotes a fow 
of the recont oriticiems, all of which 
be dismisses in silence, probably con- 
sidering thom to be unworthy of roply. 
A writer in the Quarterly Review, how- 
over, does not eseapo so easily. Canon 
Farrar speaks of him as one who has 
evidently sconted the battle from afar, 
who leaps into the arena with unmis. 
takeable delight in the fray, and not 
content with raising his war-whoop and 
brandishing bis tomahawk in a style 
which is perfectly terrific to quiet per- 
sons, indulges in a shout of confident vic- 
tory before a single combatant has met 
him in the field. He is farther described 
as becoming archaio and prophetic as 
the iron tears fall in showers down hie 
checks from contemplation of the depra- 
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vity of the offenders whom be has been 
Taying low. Canon Farrar hopes that 
even those of the public who have not 
the requisite training to be able to 
enter with personal kuowledge into the 
merits of the controversy will not for 
a momeut,be misled by all the sound 
and fury of this Quarterly Reviewer, 
whieh, if it does not “signify uothing,” 
admits at any rate of being very calmly 
and decisively answered. The Rovisers 
themselves, tho Cauon says, if they 
thought it worth while to speak, could 
refute most of his assertious with an 
overwhelming mass of demonstration; 
bat fortunately be bas written in a 
style which refutes himself, Tho Re- 
viewer gives it as bis opivion that the 
Revisers “hi shown thems 
singularly doficient in their critical 
acquaintance with Greek.” To this 
Canon Farrar replies that among them 
were not only some of the most 
consummate Greek scholars in Eng- 
land, but others, who, in additional to 
unrivalled scholarship aud accuracy, 
have devoted their lives to sacred 
studies. Combined with these were men 
80 learned, so dispassionate, so eminont 
alike in literature and in theology, 
as to bo soarcoly less competent for 
their tavk, ‘Thero is not one of these, 
Canon Farrar very confideutly asserts, 
whose separate opinion is not to the 
fall as valuable as that of the Reviewer, 
be be who he may. Their collective 
opinion, or the opinion of a mnjority 
of two-thirds of them, has thus tho 
vory highest authority. Canon Farrar 
quotes the remark of Plato that “it is 
not reasonable to assume that a wise 
man is talking nonseuse,” and aske 
whether it is even possible to conceive 
that twonty-four of our best English 
scholars, carefully and impartially 
chosen, should, with a host of previous 
versious in their bands, and all the 
aids of nineteen centuries beforo them, 
sit for some three thousand hours over 
@ poriod of tou years, and after five 
or six oarefal revisions, produce n 
work so hopelessly bad ns the Quar- 
terly Reviewer, to his own satisfac. 
tiou, hoa made it out. The Trans. 
Iators in 1611 had to endure equally, 
if not more, hostile criticism, as is shown 
by one or two extracts given by Canon 
Farrar, who says the Authorised Version 
won an easy victory over such attacks. 
And so will the Revised. The main 
portion of the article is devoted to the 
objections of Sir Edmund Becket, who, 
though he hits hard in a thoroughly 
English way, shows nothing of that 
most repellent of all phonomenn—the 
wrath of an aggrioved theologian. This 
writor takes exception to the manner 
in which the Revisers use or omit the 
definite article, and the tenses or 
aorists of verbs. Canon Farrar quotes 
several passages, and after having 
Inoidly explained the principles by 
which the Revisers were actuated, says 
that reasons might be offered for their 
accuracy and scores of passages might 
be adduced in which they restore some 
deep and unnoticed thought of the 














sacred writer. Those who have read 
«Eternal Hope’ will, perhaps, be disap- 
pointed to find that Canon Farrar has 
very little to say concerning the pas- 
referring to “bell,” “eternal 
punishment,” otc. Sir Edmund Beckett 
objects to “The hell of fire,” in Matt. 
V. 32. Canon Farrar agrees with him, 
and says the Revisers ought to have 
transliterated the technical Hebrew word 
Gebouna into English, as by so doing 
fa vast amount of glaring and danger- 
ons error might have been dispolled. 
“Hell,” he says—in the popular dog- 
matism even of learned theologians— 
moans a punishment exclusively ever- 
lasting; “Gebenna,” the technical 
Hebrew word used by our Lord and 
His Apostles, meant, as © matter of 
tho most absolute cortainty—a punish. 
ment normally terminable. Something 
more than this might have been 
expected from a theologian who, in the 
book above referred to, most solemuly 
aud positively asserts in forcible and 
eloquent terms that not one of tho three 
words “damnation,” “hell,” aud “ evor- 
lasting” ought to stand any longer in 
our English Bibles, and that, being— 
in our present acceptation of them—in 
the uotion (that is) which all uneda- 
cated p attach to them—sinply 
mistranslations, they most unquestion- 
ably will not stand unexplained in the 
revised version of the Bible if the 
3 have understood their daty. 
Pressure of spnco compels us uu- 
willingly to pass over soveral inter- 
esting aud important passages in this 
ably written article, The wriler does 
not pretend to say that he agrees with 
the revisera in every instance, and that 
there are not some things in their Re- 
vision which he regrets. But even 
where he differs from them in judg- 
ment, he does so with the extremest 
deference, and with the feeling that, 
after all, they—being so many and s0 
competent—may be in the right. In 
spite of the bitter attacks which have 
been made upon their Version, he 
predicts that it will come to be re- 
garded by ever-increasing numbers as 
one of the greatest boons which have 
been bestowed upon them by the learn= 
ing, the fearlessness, and the faithful. 
ness of the ripest scholars and divines 
whom the nineteenth century cau boast, 























THE ORIGIN OF OPIUM-sMOKING. 
‘Tue Mahommedan traders who brought 
opiam and poppy seeds to China many 
centuries ago, thought as little of the 
mischief they wero doing to a populous 
country, as did the Portuguese super. 
enrgoes. who previous to 1775 con- 
ducted the trade in Indian opium at 
Canton, ‘Tho Arabian conguest of 
Persia brought eastward the Mabom- 
medans and their usages. The Persian 
Prince, who driven to China from his 
country by the arms of the victorious 
Caliphate, found a refuge there under 
the protection of ono of the Tang 
Emperors, was the precursor of 
swarm of Mabommedan mercbants and 








colonists, But the late Archimandrito 








Palladius has shewn that it was more 
in the Sang dynasty than in the T'ang 
that the Mahommedan colonization of 
Chinn assumed dimensions of import. 
ance, With this agrees the circum- 
stance that the extensive influence of 
the Malommedans in the introduction 
of precious stones, rose-water, brocade, 
opium, and other articles of trade into 
China was Iter than the T'ang. Yot 
in the Tang dynasty the word mi-nang 
“rico bag,” is used for the poppy in 
the writings of at least one eminent 
versifier. The “bag” is the poppy- 
head; the “rico” is the small vice, or 
small round millet of North China, 
which the poppy seed resembles in sizo 
and sbape. In the Sung dynasty the 
name ying-su eame into general uso, 
aud means “jar millet,” from the 
resemblance of the poppy-head to the 
jar called ying. The Mahommedans 
introduced the practice of drinking an 
infusion of poppy-juice. This con- 
tinued to be done till tobacco and to- 
bacoo-smoking were introducod about 
A.D. 1610 * at Amoy. 

‘Tho basis of opium-smoking is to be 
found in tobacco-smoking, The Chinese 
would never have invented the one if 
they lind not first been taught tho 
other, The first mention of opium. 
smoking in the laws of China so far as 
is known at presout is in the year 1780, 
In that year, trade in opium and opon- 
ing opium-shops were mado illegal, and 
punishable by statute with banishment 
aud death by straugulation. It was a 
contury before this time that tobacco. 
smoking was prohibited, The Philip. 
pine Islands+ were the source from 
which tobacoo was derived, and it was 
in the provinoes of Canton and Fukion 
that the plant become naturalized in 
China for the first time. The mention 
of Fukion as the part of the Empire 
whore the habit of tobacco-smoking 
first took root and became ‘uuivorsalf 
supports the view that the sailors and 
traders of that province, accustomed to 
visit Manila, wore the first to introduce 
it. The cultivation soon spread to 
North China, where the plant grows 
vigorously in all the provinces from 
Maucharia to Kansu. It will probably 
never be known who was the unhappy 
person that made the experiment of 
smoking opium with tobacco in his to- 
bacco-pipe, and was so pleased with tho 
result that he returned to it again and 
invited his friends to imitate him, 
But that opium-emoking originated in 
this way is extremely likely, because we 
find that the water-tobacco of which 
many Chinese smokers are 60 fond con- 
tains both opium and arsenic. Tho 
object in introducing these drugs was 
to increase and modify the narcotic 
effect. Both of theso substances would 
be smoked in this way experimentally 
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tho reign of Wan

ection on the Customs of the Wu country. 
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because they were previously known to 
be narcotics. The next step would be 
to smoke opium by itself by burning it 
in the flame of a lamp instead of mix- 
ing it with tobacco, This would bo 
done to increase the enlivening effect 
which it produces as much as possible, 
Wo are toldS that water-tobacco was 
invented at Lanchow in Kanu pro- 
vince some time during the reign of 
Chion Lang, and that the peculiar brass 
pipo used by smokers of this kind of 
tobacco was first made at that timo 
and at that place. This suggests a 
northern or north-western origin for 
opium smoking, and in the absence 
of definite information we shall re- 
quiro to bo content with this sup- 
position. It may be objected that 
the native descriptions found in the 
memorials of Vicoroys early in this 
century when the Government become 
alarmed at tho rapid spread of opium- 
smoking, point to Cauton as the origi 
ating contre of this ovil. But it may 
bo observed that their eyes were fixed 
on the foreigner and the foreign trade 
as bringing misfortune on their country, 
while the existence of tho habit in 
connection with native poppy cultiva- 
tion excited less of their attention. 
They did not reflect on what now 
appears to have beon the fact, that the 
babit of opium-smoking alrondy exist 
ing in the country was tho causo of 
tho rapid sale of the opium sent to 
Canton in 1775 by the East India 
Company and in subsequent years, 
They seem to havo taken for granted 
that the foreigners taught the Chinese 
to emoko opium in order to crento a 
demand for tho drug. Some Chinese 
writers say 6o in plain words. “The 
differont barbarian nations came trad- 
ing to Canton in order to see what we 
woro fondost of. Lt happened just 
then that our dynasty bad sont ont an 
expoditionary force, and conquered 
‘Parkestan, thus extending our territory 
20,000 All the borbarians were 
alarmed and becamo extremely uneasy. 
England in India was very near Thibet, 
and folt this uneasiness especially. She 
therefore imitated the old policy of the 
Dutch in Java, and made, for the first 
time, opium for smoking, in order to 
do harm to China.” This does not 
agree with the fact that the law against 
the enle of opiam under the name 
ya pion yon was made contraband in 
1780, aud that the mastor of au opium- 
smoking establishment was then mado 
liable to be strangled, and that these 
laws continued in force till they were 
made more sovero in the reign of 
Tao Kuang. The true origin of opium- 
smoking must be looked for in the 
native cultivation of the poppy and of 
the tobacco-plant, combined with the 
habit of smoking which came tothe coun- 
try with - the last of these two 
plants. : 
One word more. The second mention 
of opium in the published code of the

Grent Pure Dynasty is in 1816, It is 
in an Edict pressing on the officials at 
Canton the duty of searching all 
foreign vessels for opium in accordance 
with law. Seven years Inter the sub- 
ject of another Decree is the growth of 
the poppy, the wide-spread habit of 
opium-smoking, and the manufacture 
of native opinm. Afterwards in 1831 
the Ceusor Chao Cheng-hu describes 
the extent of poppy cultivat Ho 
ns specially in the province of 
Che-kiang the prefectures of Taichow, 
Ningpo, Shao-bsing, Wenchow and 
Yenchow. ‘The other provinces con- 
spicuous for poppy cultivation at that 
time were Canton, Fukien aud Yunuan. 
The Viceroys and Governors of all the 
provinces were ordered to make in- 
quiries, extinguish the cultivation, and 
punish the cultivators with all c 
cerned in the trade. The foreign 
opinm trade caused this great increase 
in the manufacture of native opiam in 
tho southern provinces on account of 
the prices realized, but the love of 
opium-smoking and the knowledge of 
the way to mannfacture the drug were 
already in the country a century 
before.

Mr. Baner says that ho passed under the 
‘Western Gateof Chung King on themorning 
of the 8th July, 1877, his project being to 
make an excursion to the sacred mountain 
of Omi, thence vid Ta-chou to descend 
into Yunnan by way of Chien-chung, and 
from Yunnan he intended to retum by 
following as closely as possible the banks 
of the Upper Yangtsze.

reaches further back than tho end of the 
Mings, about 1645. ‘That the country was 
peopled or rather repeopled, in the carly 
part of the present dynasty, is, however, 
an historical fact that does not require any 
additional proof.” There is no Chinese 
history of the anarchy which followed the 
Tartar invasion when the province was 
depopulated, but some account of it is to 
be found in'De Mailla’s history. Regard- 
ing Chang Hsien-chung who gained posses- 
sion of Szechuen in 1644 and proclaimed 
himself Emperor of the West in Ch‘éng-tu, 
De Mailla gives the following ‘list of 
of the reforms which the imperial Ni 
introduced.”

He remarks on this, thata population which 
subscribes for such costly and unproduc- 
tive works must be fairly well to do ; but 
perhaps a more convincing proof of affltence 
s found in the numerous bridges of the pro- 
vince, massive and even luxurious cause- 
ways, which would fully satisfy the senso 
mmetry were it not for some defect in 
the curve of the arches. The bridges aro 
far superior to anything of the kind in 
Eastern China. He found in the Abbot of 
Chieh-yin-tion w very intelligent ecclesias- 
tic, whose mind had been enlarged by 
many journeys, passages on steamers, a visit 
to Shanghai, and a ride on the Woosung 
railway. The Abbot said that Wu-t’ai Shan 
is the most ancient holy place in China, and 
contains a statue which stood there before 
Buddhism was preached. But Mount O 
is more strange and wonderful. | Pilgrims 
are beguiled by the chant of invocations 
while ascending the Mount, and strayin, 
from the road fave on a sudden descried 
in the thickest parts of the forest immen:

A’ young woman was iying 
on her stomach in the road-way; her sister 
was sitting on her back and holding her 
firmly by the pigtail, while her husband 
beat her about the hips with a large chunk 
of granite. It turned out that the wife 
had held and acted upon views as to the 
testimony which she should give in a dis- 
puted case, which were at varian 
her husband's interests.

PEEING. 
This is not a place for news. We look 
to Tientsin and Shanghai for details of 
events transpiring at our own doors, Im- 
portant state papers do not appear in the 
little dirty yellow daily Gazette. We can- 
not communicate to you important public 
questions and we disdain to retail gossi 
even if that commodity existed at the Capi- 
tal, which it does not. We have nothing 
to write avainst Protestant missionaries, or 
Exeter Hall. We are not pronounced pro- 
opiumists and we have no data upon 
which to base wild calculations about the 
native growth of opium. We may know 
how much opium an acre of land will pro- 
duce, but we do not know how many thou- 
sands or millions of acres are under cultiva- 
tion, We are looking forward to cheap coals 
from the Kaiping miues ; but it appears that 
things there are not in the happiest condi 
tion. Hero we draw our inspiration as 
usual from ‘Tientsin and Shanghai. ‘The 
public mind may be exercised about féng 
shui and the threatened loss of trade to 
carters and boatmen by the advent of the 
iron horse and foreign machinery. Tho 
‘Throne may tremble at the excitement 
caused by these progressive ideas, and the 
Eastern Tombs with their Imperial tenants 
may experience calamity from'the opening 
of these famous mines. The Dragon may 
even have his body split in two ; but it ought 
to be remembered that similar action has 
been taken in times gone by when the mit 
were wrought in the native method. Some 
time in the reign of Tao Knang, if I mis- 
take not, the mines were closed for a con- 
siderable time. So it will be with the 
presentexcitement. It willd 
and matters will go on as bef 
the rule in China with all things, good or 
bad. 

Cold north winds with frost at night have 
beon more than usually frequent at late, 
Departing guests we hear have been tied to 
the banks of the Peiho for periods too long 
to be comfortable, and their course has not 
been much expedited on embarkation at 
Tientsin. 

We have just heard that Dr. S. W. Wil- 
liams of Newhaven has fallen on the pave- 
mont and broken his arm. It is hoped that 
this accident may not be attended with 

serious results at his age. While at 
Poking he broke his collar-bone while pro- 
secuting his botanical researches. ‘The new 
edition of his invaluable “Middle King- 
dom” will not, we trust, suffer a day in 
publication by this accident to its distin- 
guished author. 

‘The closing of the Kaiping cval mines 
and the stoppage of the locomotive are 
backward steps for the time being. Much 
money has beeu sunk in the enterprise, 
however, and itis hardly to be expected that 
this effort to frustrate the northern Viceroy 
will succeed, although the very high« 
olticial has reason to fear that his best in- 
tentions will be frustrated by some Censorial 
harpy. This step on the part of Li Hung- 
‘chang’ was one of the most hopeful sigus of 
progress in China, and a token of the re- 
Cuperative power that liad begun. 

Rut now that Japan is advancing with 
such rapid strides, we may suppose that 
the reaction upon China must come 
sooner or later. One obstacle to progress 
it seems to us lies in the multitude of 
irresponsible and incompetent foreign ad- 
visers. Another obstacle to progress has 
certainly been found in the inferior work 
done by foreign firms for the Chinese,

An 
official’s sole aim is to make as much 
money as quickly and as easily as he can, 
and then to retireand live upon the proceeds 
of his ill-gotten gains. 

In Kueichou there are over 300 of these 
applicants for office. The Throneis memoria- 
lised not to send any more to that province 
at present, If the state of the expectants 
is so bad in Kueichou, I am informed that 
it is worse in Kiangsu and still more so in 
Canton. Where the carcase is, there will 
the eagles be gathered together. The law 
forbids men to hold office in their native 
province. This is a good rule, preventing 
nepotism and the wholesale advancomeut 
to office of relations, friends and hangers- 
‘on down to some unknown generation 
(for we hear of the brother-relationship 

isting after 200 years.) At the same 
time it is hard upon honest expectants, who 
have got to collect their all, which may not 
be much at the most, and to proceed to a 
distant province and there to wait till hope 
deferred empties their pockets, if it doos 
nothing else. If bad are opium-smokers 
their case as regards funds must be pitiable 
indeed, and if they are not addicted to the 
pipe, the chances are that they will fall 
into other temptation, The having nothing 
to do is quite enough to drive these poor 
people to the momentary solace of the 
seductive stimulant. 

Tee an Ancestral Hall is requested by 
the Viceroy Li at Kuh-an Hsien to the 
late prefect Li of Shuu-tien Fu (Poking.)

In theso days whon exterritoriality and 
restrictions to trade are discussed, is 
interesting to road that it was not always, 
soinChina, In 1685 Kang Hi determined 
that foreigners should be at liberty to 
carry on their commercial pursuits in any 
port of China they might choose. ‘This 
privilege was withdrawn in 1717 upon the 
Fopresentation of a military mandarin, that 
the Europeans were men of unruly, fierce, 
and savage passious, and that “free trade” 
was pregnant with danger. In this year all 
Chinese subjects were prohibited holdin; 
communication with countries south. o 
China, In 1728 the prohibition of 1717 
was removed, aud the Chineso allowed 
to become competitors in foreign trade. 
In 1718 the people of Macao, through the 
kind offices of the Jesuit Schaal at Peking, 
were graciously exempted from this general 
restriction, On account of the troubles 
with Koxinga in Formosa all Chinese who 
Awolt near the sea wore ordered in 1662 
under penalty of death to withdraw inland

is not according to custom ai nd 
gives orders that in future these officials 
must not be chosen according merely to 





fancy and private ends, ‘To's character 
is of course sufficiently well known to place 
him above the suspicion of seeking private 
ends or interests in the selections he has 
mado, A sturdy, honest, and determined 
official like ‘Tso is sure to make enemies. 
Ho has already inaugurated his viceroyat 
by turning out incompetent officials, and 
more are likely to follow. The officials 
dread this, and hence the advocacy of their 
cause by a few Censors who ought rather 
to rejoice at the purity of o's adminis- 
tration. If he cannot find good men in his 
own provinces of Kiangsi, Kiangsu and 
Anhuci, then he appeals for certain north- 
‘orn men of known capacity. We hope ho 
will ask and obtain more, and that others 
may be stimulated to do the same, not- 
withstanding ‘“olo” custom to the con- 
trary. The Kiangnan officials do not bear 
‘good name up north. ‘They are false, and 
hence ‘Tso’s want of confidence in them. 
“Te only 50 per cent of their language 
could bo believed then they might be 
reckoned good men and true.” Such was 
the verdict given to me of their character 
by au old sonthern scholar, whose family 
had originally come from one of these 
province: 5

‘and economy of trade by enabling the 
merchant to buy direct from the producer 
and manufacturer.

‘We have frequently, of late, had to refer 
to the palace thefts aud to the care which 
is being taken to guard the imperial pre- 
cinets, The Imperial city has four gates, 
one on each side, which are called respec- 
tively Wu, Shén Wu, Tung and 
Flowery gates. In front of the Wu gate 
are two more gates called respectively 
Tien An and Tuan Mén. They stand next 
in order from the frout gate of the Im- 
perial city. Each of these two gates has 
bne official and ten soldiers in charge. The 
four gates of the Forbidden City have also 
each one olticer and ten soldiers, whereas 
formerly they had one officer and five 
soldiers, or only half the strength. These 
latter kept watch and ward at each gate, 
below or at the foot of the matows to the 
wall, At each gate there is such an in- 
clined road to the top of the wall. Now 
by the new arrangement, they are to be on 
the top of the wall at each of the jetties, 
where tents are erected for their use. At 
night they are to take their long spears 


























and perambulate from gate to gate. Be- 
sides other pl: inside the palace walls, 
such as the Tai-ho Tien, the Chao-teh and 





Chén-tu gates aro to be carefully examined 
every night by the Princes, Dukes and 
great Ministers with their'men. Each 
day a report is to be sent in, giving 
the names of the officers and meu and 
the district examined. Aud as to the 
opening of the gates of the Forbidden 
ahty, ‘they are to go back to the 
old arrangement of not opening them be- 
fore 2 or 3 o'clock a.m., which is not far 
from daylight and therefore there will 
be the less temptation to ill-disposed 
persons to secrete themselves with a view 
to pilfering or stealing. At present and for 
some considerable time the gates have been 
opetied at midnight, and so rascals have got 
admission in the dark. ‘This is no louger to 
betolerated. Formerlyall theunder-oftcials, 
zooks, etc., in the palace were obliged to 
carry a yao pai or board, attached to their 
girdle, and on going out and coming in, it 
was examined. It is now ordered that 
these be again carried, and if any one is

It is said that 
water absorbs this poison, and so for this 
purpose it is not uncommon for wealthy 
eople to sleep with a basin of water at their 
eats, It is called inén.hsiang or stun 
Iisiang, to. suffocate or asphyxiate with 
incense. I wonder if there is really any 
trath in this, If so it is a very clever 
procedure. 

Mr. Ohlmer, an old Peking favourite, 
hhas just returned from a well-earned fur- 
lough.

‘TheEmperor'sFather, thoSeventh Prince 
‘a8 he is called, and who is at the head of the 
foreign-drilled military here, has issued au 
order calling upon all the soldiers under 
him to abandon opium-smoking within six 
months.

Wo roforred a short time ago to the 
smuggling of spirits over the city walls. 
‘The soldiers sent to apprehend the incrimi- 
nated persons had a scufilo ; all but one fled, 
who has beon placed in custody and the 
Military Yamen is —— to send soldi 
to the city and not to allow thieves 
or others to mount them at night. The 
numerous little houses on the wall for 
the city-watchers which were rebuilt at 
the time of our last war to overcome us and 
keep us in check and so provent tho 
approach of the enemy unawares, have 
nearly all fallon into decay. It is doubt- 
Jess in these houses that the smugglers 
secrote themselves, and at night by means 
of ropes, convey into the city no small 
quantity of spirits. If the ardent samsha 
is thus stealthily brought into the city we 
may imagine opium and perhaps other 
things treated in the manner. 

In regard to the summary execution of 
thieves, ‘Ting Pao-chén reports also from 
Szechuen that it is dangerous to post 
pone such affairs ; that immediately upon 
examination on the spot, the law is 
to be put in force. The country is in too 
unsettled a state and thieves are too 
numerous to permit of delay and trans- 
portation to the provincial capital. The 
expense, the danger of escape, of scuffles 
with the soldiery, and the rampant charac- 
ter of crime necessitate the same step 
in that province as has been so lately 
memorialised for at Canton and permission 
granted. It is necessary however to guard 

inst the desecration of this liberty to 
take life too freely and without proper 
investigation. ‘There seems to exist in 
China no Habeas Corpus act. 

The case of tho false memorial against 
the Military General of Hangchow for 
marrying his grandson during the period 
of the national mourning, has been brought 
up. Ibis found that it was quite according 
to regulations, and the two officials impli- 
cated hoping to secure a handsome bribe to 
have the forged memorial withdrawn and 
not presented to the Emperor, the plot failed 
of its purpose and has landed the two men 
in the grasp of the law. ‘The military man 
was not to be frightened or cajoled into 
bribing theso scoundrels to keep their 
mouths shut. Tung Shih-ching the small 
official in the Board of Civil Office has been 
banished to the frontier and the Shih-wei 
loses his post. 












































Corruption is everywhere rampant. In- 
stances of it are given daily in the Court 
Gazette. What a fearful state of morals 
and manners it betrays! The Board of 
Revenue seems a very nest of swindlers. 
Jn the receipt of monies they must be 
bribed, or they will swear there was a difi- 
ciency or the silver was of inferior quality. 
In the matter of payment the same nefari 
ous practices are resorted to. There are 
a thousand and one ways of extortion 
patronised by Chinese officials. It is done 
most skilfully, so that it is impossible to 
get the corruption exposed. ‘The higher 
officials, having received bribes, cannot 
peseb upon other men. In a case which 
has lately come up, the Censor is perfectly 
right in his man, but the high otficials of 
the Board report that there is uo such man 
within their office, and thus the delinquent 
is screened and these illegal squeezes go 
on as before, to the advantage of all con- 
cerned barring the poor people who have 
been mulcted. Nine-tenths of China's 
troubles arise out of the mandarinate. If 
the source were purified, there would be no 
difficulty about the stream. 

Lately in Szechuen there was acollection 
for the poor and destitute in Kueichou, 
A sum of 20,700 taels was collected, and 
eutrusted to a respectable official of the 
Board of Punishment—now retired—a 
native of Szechuen, who had doubtless 
contributed towards this benevolent object 
to be forwarded to the neighbouring pro- 
vince of Kueichou. When it reached its 
destination it was found short 5,700 taels, 
‘The sender fled, aud an order has beon 
issued for his apprehension. 

Talking of exterritoriality and freedom 
of trade throughout China as having 
been formerly ‘possessed T came upon an 
interesting and important exemption in 
favour of foreiguers, which though not 
now tial to their well-being and 

curity in China has never been so 
tly declared und understood as in 
Section XXXIV of the Penal Code, where 
it says “In all other instances of offences 
committed under what the laws declare to 
bo palliating circumstances, and which are 
therefore not capitally punishable, the 
offender shall be seut away to be punished 
by his countrymen own country.” 

to instance of the repeated thefts of 
jewellery in Germany by one of the 
attachés of the Chinese Legation as reported 
in newspapers would have be 
joint for the German anthoriti 
like manner. We believe he was handed 
over to the Chinese Legation and by the 
Minister forwarded to China. We do not 
suppose, however, that any action will be 
taken agairist him, further perhaps than 
depriving him of office ever afterwards.

‘TIENTSIN. 

The now District Magistrate Tung, who 
entered upon his duties here more than 
three weeks since, upon the promotion of 
Kuoh the former magistrate to be sub- 
prefect of a place 150 miles away, I am 
sorry to say, died a few days ago, having 
been in office only about twenty days. The 
story isa sad one, and the cause of his 
death is a common one in this country, 
where justice is but a name; where it is a 
mistake to be honest, where the golden 
rule is considered a crime ; and where the 
strong oppress the weak.” It appears that 
this Tung had the audacity or misfortune, 
call it what you will, to offend in some tri- 
vial matter the Literary Chancellor of this 
province, who resented it in violent lan- 
guage. Seeing disgrace imminent, Tung 
had recourse to felo de se as the surest me- 
thod of escaping punishment. Now mark 
the report of his death to the high autho- 
rities ;—“* The Intendant of Circuit and the 
Prefect of the Department of Tientsin do 
humbly report to His Excellency the Vice- 
roy and His Excellency the Provincial 
‘Treasurer, the death of the District M: 
trate Tung, after an illness(!) of a few 
days, and. the petitioners do pray that ano- 
ther man be appointed to the vacant office, 
ete.” 

‘Apropos of what I wrote in my last about 
the new management of the ‘Tientsin and 
Shanghai Telegraph Line, I have heard 
that the Shanghai Manager of the line, who 
is also principal lessee, will relieve Mr. 
Tong King-sing of tho Chief Directorship 
of the China Merchants’ pet Com- 
pany, a8 the development of the Kai-ping 
and other mining enterprises will entirely 
occupy the time of the latter tleman,

Although mnch has been said about the 
extension of the Bund up to the first Bridgo 
of Boats, we have seen no indications 
whereby one might judge of its ever being 
an accomplished fact. The Viceroy, f 
know, is perfectly willing ; but that most 
important factor among things mundane, 
—the Almighty Dollar,—is wanting,. and 
hence the matter is still in abeyance. How- 
ever, one step in advance has beou made ; 
the Government has bought the land adjoin- 
i French Consulate, with tho idea of 
ng a number of offices, and the prob- 
at that when built, His Excol- 
loncy the Viceroy will also make his oftice 
there. 

‘A friend just returned from Mongolia 
reports that about 400 li north of the 
Great, Wall and about 900 Ui or 300 miles 
from Tientsin, at a placo called Yen Tung 
San, there have very lately appeared a 
band of four hundred robbers, who have 
come over from Féng Tien’ or Lower 
Manchuria, Tho bandits are mostly com- 
posed of Shantung men with a good 
sprinkling of Manchurians, and the conse- 
quence is, that the country round about 
has been quite disturbed ; rio notice, how- 
ever, has been taken of the matter by the 
Military Governor, which is owing more 
to weakness than to any other three causes 
put together. 

Thave it from Peking, but am unable to 
vouch as to its truth, that H.E. Chang Chih- 
wan, President of the Board of Wat, will 
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be appointed to the Viceroyalty of the Hu 
Kuang provinees vice H. E. Li Han Chang, 
recalled to Peking. This Chang Chih-wan is 
brother to H.E. Chang Chih-tung Futai of 
Shansi, who, while a Censor, made himself 
famous by his patriotic memorial during 
the threatened outbreak with Russia, HE, 
Chang Chih-wan is nearly sixty years old, 
and Tam inclined to think that even if ho 
were offered the post, he would in all 
probability decline the honour. 
Commodore Schufeldt, U.S. Envoy and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to Corea, will 
start very soon for Chefoo, where an 
American corvette will be in waiting to 
convey him to his place of destination, 
the Viceroy is quite anxious that the 
mission should succeed, and I am sure 
every one who is a friend of progress must 
likewise hope for a happy result,

Governors and acting Governors in this 
province. Tséng Kuo-chuen did noble 
work during the famine, He recommended 
the Government immediately the famine 
was over to improve the roads. The whole 
province rang with this praise. He was 
followed by Pao Héng who had 
scarcely time to do anything before he gave 


place to Wei Jung-kuang HRI. Wei 
distributed the soldiers to repair the vari- 
ous roads. They are much improved now. 
‘Ho was a good man who did not want the 

"s money nor the officials’ presents. 
dress was threadbare, his table simple, 
and his servants few. "He left us this 
month for Nanking. Between Tso and Wei 
the people of Kiangsu ought to fare well. 
Our present Governor is famous for the 
remarkable memorial he drew up against 
the Treaty concluded by Chung Hou with 
Russia, and was the chief spokesman of 
the nation in that difficulty. He has only 
boon here a month, It is rumoured he 
wants to put down opium-smoking. ‘This 
ia his firat office in the provinces, and_ his 
future movements are looked forward to 
with some anxiety. 

Religious.—This province is remarkable 
for the large number of Trees which 
worshipped. In the provincial capital aud 
in the country it is a most common thing 
to see trees with many tablets nailed up 
amongst their branches in praiso of their 
supernatural efficacy. A magnificent Con- 
fucian Temple which has taken three years 
to build is about to be opened. State 
musicians from Chihli have come to in- 
struct Shansi students in tho lost art, 
About a hundred boys are daily trained. 
‘Tho best features of the proceedings 
aro the dance, the processions, and. the 
symmetrical arrangement. The music is 
exceedingly slow—about one note to 
four beats of the pulse. ‘They hare no 
text books to teach. It is all oral training. 
There are only a hundred families of 
Mahommedans in tho city. 

jera in tho place 
‘nglish Baptist and the China Inland 
Mission. Christian books aro being dis- 
tributed annually throughout every chow 
and lsien in the province, 

Mercantile.—MIost of tho banks of North 
China have their head quarters in Ping- 

a0 Hsien, acity two days journey South of 
Wrai-yuen'Fu. Around Piag-yao Hsion and 
within a radius of fifty miles is the chief 
wealth of the province—gathered however 
from every province of the empiro where 
have extensive business. In the 
Ming dynasty the Shansi merchants used 
to carry on business even so far as India, 
Now their chief limits aro Mongolia, R 
sis, aud Kashgar. Though the Taiping 
robels did not visit central or northern 
Shansi many of the merchants suffered 
severely because they had large business in 
the south of China; others again suffered 
from Mahommedan rebels becauso of their 
extensive business in the West. Many of 
them have not recovered the losses then 
sustained, and they probably never will. 

Agricultural and Mineral.—The farmers 
depend chiefly on their wheat crops in the 
south of the province. In the north of 
the province it is too cold for much wheat. 
Millet, sorghum, oats and potatoes are the 
chief stay. Coal and iron abound every- 
where. In one place, Tai-tung Fu, a foreign 
pump for a coal mine has been in use for 
some time, but if coal and iron are to 
be had nearer water-communication than 
Shansi is, then Shansi has not a very 
bright prospect in’ manufactures until 
extraordinary facilities for transport are 
provided. Land transport however cheap 
cannot compete with water. 

‘We have had a good fall of enow this 
winter and the people are looking forward 
to a full harvest in the coming year.

Proclamation issued by Admiral P'eng for 
the suppression of Gambling. 

Gambling is a vicious practice aud is 
dangerous wherever it takes place, At the 
present time many rascals meet together to 

mble, in violation of the law, and 

foreigners are engaged to screen them, the 
morals of the people thus being mote than 
r corrupted. 

‘The representatives of the different na- 
tions have been communicated with, to 
the end that mutual action may be taken 
to suppress the vice. A reply has been 
received from the German Consul condem- 
ing the practice, and stating that to foster 
it is hateful to the people of all nations. 

‘The habit must be put a stop to and the 
offenders must be driven away. Permis- 
sion has been granted to enter and search 
houses, aud foreigners are not to place any 
obstacles in the way, and, if there are any 
who intentionally oppose the execution of 
tho law they may be seized, and detained in 
custody until their authorities can be com- 
municated with, to the end that they may 
be punished. ‘This is fair, just, honour- 
able and right. 
esterday, in the rear of the Ho Fong

HB. CHANG SHU-SHENG, 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL OF THE TWO KUANO. 
We purpose from time to time to record 
‘a fow jottings regarding the career of the 
leading statesmen in China, and as Mr. 
Bourno has already doalt exhaustively with 
Li Hung-chang, we commence with Chang 
Shu-sheng, the pre nt Viceroy of Canton. 
HLE. Chang SI eng is one of those 
hardy midland men from whose ranks tho 
Civil Service has been so largely recruited 
in recent years. ‘Throo Vicoroys hail from 
the samo district in Anhui—the two bro- 
thers Li and the subject of the present 
notice, all of them stanch Chinese and closo 
friends, H.E. Chang is 58 yoars of ago 
and was somewhat late in his start in 
official life, for we find him at over 30 
volunteering in an unofficial capacity to 
take command of a militia corps raisod 
to drive the rebels out of his native pre- 
fecture. Though His Excellency holds 
no higher degroe than that of Salaried 
Licentiate, it is understood that he is a 
man of varied reading and of considerable 
literary attainments. His early career was 
spent exclusively in the army under Tséng 
‘uo-fan. Kiangsu was the scene of his 
military exploits, where for five years from 
1860 to 1865 ho helped to wrest almost 
every city in the province from the rebel 
forces. As a reward for theae services, ho 
obtained, in June 1865, his first substan- 
tial appointment, the Intendancy of the 
Hsii Hai Circuit in Kiangsu. Since then 
his advancement has been unusually rapid, 
and he is, as far as we know, the only 
Vicoroy in the Empire whose promotion 
has never received a check. Li Hung- 
chang has been reprimanded more than 
onco; Liu K‘un-i and Li Han-chang are 
both deep in trouble at the present 
moment: ‘Ting Pao-chén, ever since he 
put an end to that favourite eunuch 
some years ago in Shantung, has been 
losing and regaining a button on an 
average about once a year; while even the 
Prince of Kung is occasionally reminded 
that he is after all only a distinguished 
subject and in no wise infallible. Chang 
Shu-shéng alone has steered clear of all 
troubles. We need scarcely do more than 
































chronicle in order the various appointments 
which he held until he reached his present 
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high position. In 1866 he was appointed 
Tudicial Commissioner of Chibli, which he 
hold some four years, when he was trans- 
ferred to a similar post in Shansi. Tséng 
‘Kno-fan, then Viceroy of Chihli, was un- 
willing to lose the services of so. experi- 
enced a subordinate and memori for 
Permission to retain him on his staff,—a 
Tequest which was granted for a time, In 
1871 he was promoted to be Director Gen- 
rai of the Yellow River, but had only eu- 
tered upon office afew days, when, for some 
reason which wo do uot clearly understand, 
hho was transferred to the Gorernorship of 
Kiangsu, the scene of his early career. 
While iu this pot he acted for some time 
as Governor General of tho Two Kiang and 
Superintendent of Trade for the Southern 
Ports, where no doubt, like his prede- 
cessor Liu K‘un-i, he acquired an expe- 
rionee calculated to fit him for his present 
post. In 1874 he went into retirement 
‘on tho death of this mother, and on his 
return to official life in 1879, was made 
Governor of Kueichow, but received orders 
hile on his way to his post transferring 
him to Kuangsi, He was only there six 
months when he was gazetted to the 
Governor Generalship of the Two Kuang, 
an appointment which he assumed on the 
20th May, 1880. It is not the object of 
this notice to offer any criticism of His 
Excelleucy’s official doings, but it. ma; 
bo assorted without fear of contradict 

that China is safo as long as she possesses 
statesmen of his type.  F
